To  The  Mayor  and  Members  of  Saffron  Walden  Borough  Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1951. 

As  will  be  seen,  the  birth  rate  per  1000  of  the  estimated 
population  was  higher  than  in  1950  (14.6  compared  with  12.9) 
and  the  death  rate  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population  was 
only  very  slightly  raised  (12.8  compared  with  12.7) 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  in  spite  of  the  epidemic 
of  measles  that  occurred  in  the  spring  and  summer  of  1951,  no 
deaths  resulted  from  this  disease;  in  addition  no  cases  of 
food  poisoning  were  notified  in  1951. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Council,  the  Council* s  Officers,  and  in  particular  my  predecessor, 
Dr.  S.  R.  Richardson,  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

Lai Moratory  Service  -  Bacteriological  Service:  The  district  is  served 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Tennis  Court  Road,  Cambridge. 

Ambulance  Facilities  -  A  day  and  night  ambulance  service  is  urovided 
by  the  Essex  County  Council.  The  ambulance  station  is  at  Saffron 
Walden  and  is  on  the  telephone,  but  as  the  driver  and  attendant  maj7- 
be  away  from  the  station  answering  a  call,  persons  requiring  an 
ambulance  are  advised  to  dial  H999”  end  ask  for  an  ambulance.

The  Council's  Engineer  &  Surveyor  (Mr.  T.  W,  Cloughton, M. I. M. E. , 
M.R.S.I. ,)  has  given  the  following  reports 

DRAINAGE  &  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  -  The  general  conditions  of  the  works 
continues  to  he  'quite"  good. 

Whilst  tbs  final  effluent  occasionally  failed  to  reach  the 
standard  required  hy  the  Essex  County  Council  in  all  respects,  the 
result  achieved  hy  the  recent  repairs  and  improvements  have  heen 
most  encouraging. 

SWIMMING BATHS  -  During  the  year  the  circulating  system  on  the 
purification  plant  has  heen  greatly  improved  hy  putting  in  a  new 
71'  diameter  suction  and  coupling  uo  the  old  4”  suction  and  3” 
delivery,  both  acting  as  delivering  pipes. 

By  this  scheme  the  estimated  turn  over  neriod  of  the  water  in 
the  pool  has  heen  reduced  from  about  6  hours  to  a  time  somewhat 
less  than  3  hours. 

WATER  -  The  water  supply  has  continued  to  he  most  satisfactory. 

Agreement  has  heen  reached  with  the  Saffron  Walden  Rural 
District  Council  for  a  piped  supply  from  Ashdon  to  serve  that  part 
of  the  Borough  District  in  the  neighbourhood  of  St.  Aylotts  and 
Butlers. 

Negotiations  between  the  Borough  Council  and  the  appropriate 
Government  Departments  have  been  entered  into,  whereby  the  Council 
propose  to  take  over  the  pumping  station,  mains  and  high  level  water 
tank  at  Little  Walden.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

Over  four  hundred  properties  have  been  inspected  and  treated 
during  the  year,  including  14  ’’Block  Control”  schemes,  for  the 
destruction  of  rats  and  mice.  The  Slade  and  main  Public  Sewers 
were  test  baited  twice,  indicating  a  fairly  serious  infestation 
of  rats  on  both  occasions.  The  refuse  dump  remains  a  constant 
source  of  trouble,  steps  are  taken  to  eliminate  as  far  as  possible 
the  rodent  population  with  some  degree  of  success.  The  general 
indication  shows  that  infestation  of  the  Borough  by  rodents  is  an 
increasingly  serious  problem,  the  number  of  major  infestations  of 
agricultural  land  continues  to  grow  involving  a  substantial  loss 
of  foodstuffs  and  damage  to  buildings  etc.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD 


MILK  SUPPLY ’ 

The  majority  of  the  milk  consumed  in  the  Borough  is  produced 
locally,  in  the  main  from  Tuberculin  Tested  herds.  The  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  since  1949  has  been  responsible  for 
the  registration  of  dairy  farms.  One  dairy  is  registered  by  the 
Council,  the  dairy  has  been  inspected  and  found  to  be  in  a 
satisfactory  condition,  some  improvements  are  to  be  carried  out  by 
the  owner  with  regard  to  bottling  and  washing  facilities.  'To 
samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  for  bacteriological  examination.

There  ere  21  premises  registered  for  the  storage  end  sale 
of  ice-cream,  the  majority  of  dealers  retail  a  product  from 
reputable  firms.

The  adoption  of  Byelaws  under  section  15,  of  the  Pood  snd 
Drugs  Act  1938  has  been  approved.  Arrangements  have  been  made 
to  visit  all  food  premises  following  the  distribution  of  conies 
of  the  Byelaws. 


MEAT 

336  inspections  of  butchers’  shops,  slaughterhouses  and  other 
premises  were  made  during  the  year.  All  meat  found  unfit  for 
human  consumption  was  voluntarily  surrendered,  no  magistrates  order 
being  required  in  any  case. 

The  Ministry  of  Pood  slaughterhouse  is  established  at  Messrs. 
T.R.  Goddard  &  Sons,  Church  Street.  Details  of  the  work  carried 
out  are  given  below.  There  are  three  other  licensed  slaughter¬ 
houses  in  the  district,  they  have  not  been  in  use  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year  shows  an 
increase  of  over  nine  times  the  figure  recorded  for  1940,  the  year 
the  Ministry  of  Pood’s  centralised  slaughtering  programme  came 
into  force. 

Following  representations  to  the  Ministry,  improvements  ore  to
